Mr. McKelvey introduced 
his subject by saying that it was 
proper that a week of prayer in which 
the whole Christian church is repre- 
resented should be opened by a theme, 
so grand, so eminently Christ-like as 


the one suggested by the evangelical 
alliance ‘‘Christian Usion.’’ There 
were three thoughts he wished te pre- 
sent. First—The desire ef Christ in 
relation to the church: That they 
may be ene.” Second—That this one- 
ness does not necessarily imply one 
organization, and, third—The glorious 
results, That the world may know 
that thou bath sent ms. 

In the prayers of Jesus rather than 
his teachings we behold the greatness 
ef the God- mam Te must ever be 
to us, something grandly mysterious 
in the.unity of the Christian church 
as it rose up in thé vision of Christ. 
As he and the father are one—in the 
Godhead there is a trinity, three per- 
sons, yet one Ged. So also in the 
church, there are many members yet 
one body. This unien is not the re- 
sultef some outward circumstance, 
but of the power of an inner life. It 
is this mysterious, divine life in 
Christ, which unites us to him and to 
each other. Itis not something you 
can handle, and see with the natural 
eye. “My kiogdom,” said Jesus, 
‘cometh not with obeservation, but 
is within you.” Here the ker re- 
lated an incident ef the eld French 
war. A faithful and valued soldier of 
the emperor, received a musket shot 
deep in his side. The surgeons were 
probing the wound when he looked 
up and said; “Sirs, a little. deeper 
and you will find the emperer.” 
Thus, deep in the Christian heart, the 
very foundation of the Christian's 
life, you will find Christ. Growio 
out of this fact you have the unity o 
believers. When this inner life is 
perfect, there will be neither Jew nor 
Greek, Barbarian nor Sythiean, bond 
nor free, for we shall all be one in 
Christ. If Christ dwells in me, a liv- 
ing reality then Lam a brother to 
every other mar in whom Chfist aleo 
dwells. The unity of the Christian 
church is an accomplistied fact by vir- 
tue of the life that is within. 

Under the second part of his subject 
the speaker referred to the argument 
of the church of Rome against Protes- 
tanism —that it is divided. The 
Romanists ask: “Can this bo the 
church of Christ thus divided?” Mr. 
McKelvey took the ground that har- 
mony in variety is s method, and 
that the grouping together of certain 
classes of mind in various church or- 
ganizations is in harmony with God's 
plans. Two blades of grass, two 
flowers from the same parent stem, 
are not found alike. I, said Christ, 
“have other sheep which are not of 
this fold,” and when He sent forth 
His desciples to their work some were 
ons of thunder, some were sons 
of conselatien,”’ some were men of 
great executive ability and others were 
simple preachers of the gospel. There 
are diversities of yifts, but the same 
spirit, “For by ene spirit are we all 
baptized inte one bedy, whether we 
be Jews or Gentiles, etc.” Ministers 
often teach that it is of no importance 
to what church a man gs. Such 
teachings are not sound. It is of vast 
importance. Is it of no impertance 
that a man has a home, where, in its 
pure associations, his ‘soeial nature 
may strengthen and grow toward the 
pure and the good? So a man should
